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Letter from the Director 

Many of the Fricks exhibitions offer a deeper 
understanding of the permanent collection by 
juxtaposing the museums paintings and sculp¬ 
tures with objects loaned by sister institutions 
or private collections, placing works of art in 
the context of an artists career or highlight¬ 
ing a particular aspect of his approach. Other 
shows explore the relationship of a specific artist to his contemporaries or, like the recent 
Andrea del Sarto: The Renaissance Workshop in Action, demonstrate the role of prelimi¬ 
nary studies in the creative process. Van Dyck: The Anatomy of Portraiture, opening on 
March 2, does all of these things. The first major exhibition focusing on the Flemish artist 
to be held in the United States in more than twenty years, the show reveals how the Fricks 
Van Dyck paintings fit into his oeuvre. Comparison with works by Van Dycks mentor 
Peter Paul Rubens sheds light on his early training, while portraits made in Italy and 
England chart the artists international trajectory. Above all, the show will remind you why 
Van Dyck is considered one of the most brilliant portraitists of all time. 

The exhibition—one of the most comprehensive the Frick has ever mounted—will be 
followed in July by a focused examination of a little-studied aspect of the great French 
eighteenth-century artist Jean-Antoine Watteau. Best known for his fetes champetres 
(idyllic scenes of noble men and women disporting outdoors), Watteau also produced 
a group of oils depicting soldiers at rest, one of which, the Fricks Portal of Valenciennes, 
inspired this show. Through comparison to chalk studies, the exhibition will explore his 
method of composition as well as the motivation behind these small canvases. 

To complement these exhibitions, we have created a range of educational programs for 
our diverse audience. In the coming months, you can hear the curators who organized the 
Van Dyck and Watteau exhibitions lecture about the drawings, etchings, and paintings on 
loan, as well as the works from the permanent collection that inspired the shows. Visiting 
scholars will present more focused, in-depth seminars while programs tailored specifi¬ 
cally for middle school, high school, and college students will engage the next generation 
of art lovers. 

We are especially excited by one of our newest educational programs, a collaboration 
with the Cinema School (TCS) in the South Bronx. Founded in 2009 by the nonprofit 
Ghetto Film School and the City of New York, TCS is the country’s first public high 
school focusing on the cinematic arts. Over the course of a year, the school’s honor stu¬ 
dents participated in seminars led by Peter Jay Sharp Chief Curator Xavier F. Salomon 
to understand how the visual arts relate to their own storytelling and filmmaking. At the 
seminar’s conclusion, the students created a short film, The Progress of Love, in response 
to Jean-Honore Fragonard’s painting cycle of the same name. We are delighted to see these 
paintings—among the best known and most beloved in the permanent collection—afresh 
through the eyes of these talented young students. I hope you will make time to visit the 
galleries soon to find your own personal delight and meaning in these beautiful works.

Van Dyck: The Anatomy of Portraiture 


March 2 through June 5, 2016 


W riting in i860, the prominent 
French art critic Theophile Thore- 
Biirger recorded his impressions of Anthony 
van Dycks portrait of Frans Snyders (oppo¬ 
site page), declaring the painting “the most 
beautiful Van Dyck I ever saw,” and num¬ 
bering the sitters hands “among the most 
beautiful that painting has ever produced” 
Acquired by Henry Clay Frick in the sum¬ 
mer of 1909, Van Dycks portrait of Snyders, 
a fellow painter and close artistic collab¬ 
orator, was reunited in Fricks collection 
with the pendant portrait of Snyders’s wife, 
Margareta de Vos (this page, top). Painted 
about 1620 when the artist was roughly 
twenty years old, the portraits reveal the 
prodigy’s startling talent, expressed in like¬ 
nesses that combine supreme elegance with 
a subtle melancholy. This spring, the pair will 
join four other works from the permanent 
collection and more than ninety paintings, 
prints, and drawings lent from institutions 
across the United States and Europe for the 
most complete presentation ever mounted of 
Van Dycks work as a portraitist. 

Anthony van Dyck enjoyed a cosmo¬ 
politan career that led him from his native 
Antwerp to the great artistic centers of Italy 
and the court of Charles I of England. Born

in 1599 to a family of patrician merchants, 
Van Dyck endured a childhood marred by 
his mothers early death and his fathers 
financial instability. In 1610, he enrolled 
as an apprentice to the painter Hendrick 
van Balen, although Peter Paul Rubens, 
Antwerp’s most celebrated artist, would exert 
a far greater influence on his development. 
By his late teens, the young Van Dyck was 
already assisting Rubens on large-scale com¬ 
missions. A brief sojourn in England fol¬ 
lowed by a stay of roughly six years in Italy 
cemented his emergence as a mature painter 
in his own right, familiar with the great 
masters of the Italian Renaissance and the 
most sophisticated courts of Europe. In 1632, 
Van Dyck was appointed principal painter 
to Charles I of England. The portraits he 
produced over the following decade, before 
his premature death in 1641, are among his 
most celebrated. 

Van Dyck: The Anatomy of Portraiture 
is the first major monographic show on 
Van Dyck to be held in the United States 
in more than twenty years, and The Frick 
Collection will be its only venue. Organized 
chronologically around the different geo¬ 
graphic chapters of his career, the exhibition 
documents the artist’s development from an 
ambitious young apprentice into the most 
sought-after portrait painter in Europe. The 
show will demonstrate the various influences 
on Van Dyck’s art—from the vigorous oil 
sketches of Rubens to the theatrical por¬ 
traits of Venetian artists including Titian and 
Veronese—and at the same time introduce 
visitors to his unique qualities as a portraitist. 

Van Dyck’s singularity is most appar¬ 
ent in his approach to preparing a portrait,

and initial sketches and unfinished paintings 
compose one of the major themes of the 
show. Portrait drawings by his contempo¬ 
raries, such as Peter Lely and Jacob Jordaens, 
will highlight his distinctive process. Whereas 
many artists made detailed studies of a sit¬ 
ters face before beginning work on a paint¬ 
ing, Van Dyck preferred rough sketches that 
mapped a sitters pose but left many details 
unresolved. He would then usually paint the 
sitter s face directly from life, without making 
an intermediary drawing. This approach is 
apparent especially in unfinished works, such 
as the Portrait of a Woman from the Speed 
Art Museum in Louisville (right). Here, the 
haunting depiction of the unknown womans 
face contrasts with passages intended to be 
completed by studio assistants. The Fricks 
exhibition will reunite preparatory works 
and finished paintings, in some cases for the 
first time since they left Van Dycks studio 
several hundred years ago. A preparatory 
drawing of the English court musician and 
painter Nicholas Lanier from the Scottish 
National Gallery, for example, will be dis¬ 
played alongside the related portrait, on loan 
from Vienna’s Kunsthistorisches Museum. In 
the drawing (opposite page, right), Van Dyck

worked with black and white chalk on blue 
paper, swiftly describing the fall of fabric 
of Laniers cloak, the play of his curls, his 
elegant hands, and his almost supercilious 
expression. Nonetheless, he made a number 
of changes in the final composition (opposite 
page, left): instead of holding out a glove in 
his right hand, Lanier stands with his arms 
akimbo, the hand tucked invisibly at his side. 
Less obviously, Van Dyck removed a lock of 
hair to leave Laniers temple exposed. These 
alterations indicate how Van Dyck continued 
to think through his composition as he tran¬ 
sitioned from preparatory drawing to canvas. 
Remarking on the artists meticulous process, 


Lanier told the English painter Peter Lely that 
he a sat seven entire days” for his portrait, but 
“was not permitted so much as once to see it 
till [Van Dyck] had perfectly finished the face 
to his own satisfaction.” Such anecdotes com¬ 
bine with the physical evidence of Van Dycks 
works to allow for the exhibitions recon¬ 
struction of the artists working method. 

Van Dyck made astute use of printed 
reproductions to ensure that his portraits had 
a pan-European distribution. This is particu¬ 
larly apparent in his so-called Iconographie 
series of printed portraits, depicting a range 
of sitters, among them fellow Flemish artists, 
learned scholars, statesmen, and aristocratic 
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ladies. The Iconographie will be specially 
displayed at the Frick, in an installation 
encompassing prints, drawings, oil sketches, 
and one of the earliest bound volumes of 
Van Dycks portrait prints, on loan from the 
Rijksmuseum. 

As well as the work of professional 
engravers, the Iconographie features some 
of Van Dycks autograph etchings, which 
are among the greatest prints ever made. 
These include his etching after his portrait 
of Frans Snyders (page 2, bottom). In his 
paintings of Snyders and his wife, the young 
Van Dyck depicted the pair amidst various 
trappings of prosperity—elegant clothing, 


furniture, and a distant view of parkland. 
In his print, made more than a decade later, 
Van Dyck stripped Snyderss portrait down 
to just the head and shoulders. Translated 
from oil on canvas into a new medium, the 
etching reveals the variety of Van Dycks 
graphic vocabulary. Stippling maps the con¬ 
tours of Snyderss brow, cheekbones, and 
forehead, yielding to loose crosshatching in 
areas of greater shadow. Calligraphic lines, 
meanwhile, convey Snyderss nonchalantly 
arranged hair and upturned mustache. Such 
a minimal etching was intended to appeal 
to the most sophisticated collectors, but 
Van Dyck also collaborated with highly 



skilled professional engravers to create more 
traditional prints for wider distribution. To 
assist these engravers, Van Dyck prepared 
both drawings and exquisite grisailles, or 
gray-scale oil sketches. In the exhibition, 
four of these grisailles (see page 7, bottom), 
on loan from the Duke of Buccleuch and 
Queensberry, will demonstrate Van Dycks 
mastery of this refined medium. 

In addition to showcasing notable works 
from European collections, Van Dyck: The 
Anatomy of Portraiture will also shine a spot¬ 
light on important paintings by Van Dyck 
from American private and public collec¬ 
tions, many of which have not been included 
in previous exhibitions on the artist. These 
paintings are a legacy of the longtime fasci¬ 
nation that Van Dyck has held for American 
collectors, including Henry Clay Frick, who 
acquired no fewer than eight paintings by 
the artist. 

Van Dyck used portraiture not only to 
represent the very pinnacle of contemporary 
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society, but also to explore intimate relation¬ 
ships and his own identity. The exhibition will 
include portraits of Van Dycks wife, Mary 
(this page, top), as well as the woman believed 
to have been his mistress, the courtesan 
Margaret Lemon (this page, center). Lemon 
appears in three-quarter profile, delicately 
touching the fabric at her shoulder in a ges¬ 
ture of refinement that would captivate sub¬ 
sequent generations of artists. The painting, 
long considered lost but now in a New York 
private collection, inspired a spate of imita¬ 
tions during the seventeenth century, includ¬ 
ing an official portrait of Queen Christina of 
Sweden, painted by David Beck in 1650. 

Van Dyck was an avid self-portraitist 
throughout his career, and four of his self- 
portraits are included in the exhibition. In 
the earliest of these, executed about 1613-15, 
an adolescent Van Dyck turns his head 
to study his own likeness (opposite page). 
His piercing stare and the boldness of his 
brushwork presaged a career that would 
prove seminal for the history of European 
painting.

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Van Dyck’s Portrait of Cardinal Bentivoglio 

A Tour-de-Force of Elegance and Grace Comes to the Frick 


W hile serving as the chief minister 
to France, Cardinal Jules Mazarin 
wrote to the prelate Zongo Ondedei in 1641, 
enumerating the qualities of a fellow cardi¬ 
nal: “Angelic morals, a sweet nature, noble 
thoughts, prudent, wise, experienced, witty, 
ingenious... .” Mazarin used these superla¬ 
tives to describe Cardinal Guido Bentivoglio, 
one of Romes most powerful men and the 
subject of Anthony van Dycks masterful 
portrait of 1623. The painting (opposite 
page), a tour-de-force of elegance and grace, 
not only brings to life Mazariris observations 
but also confirms Van Dycks reputation as 
one of the most celebrated and accomplished 
portraitists of the seventeenth century. For 
only the second time in its history, the paint¬ 
ing will leave Italy. It travels to the United 
States for the first time, where it will be on 
view only at The Frick Collection, as part of 
the museums special exhibition Van Dyck: 
The Anatomy of Portraiture. 

The celebrated portrait of Bentivoglio, 
arguably Van Dycks most famous, combines 
outward magnificence and introspective psy¬ 
chology. Art historian Janet Southorn has 
described the way in which “the natural, 
unforced presentation of the sitter, the alert¬ 
ness of his gaze ... convey a sense of the life, 
the intelligence and the sensitivity to beauty 
in Guido Bentivoglio. All that Van Dyck 
failed to portray, and it may not have been 
granted to him to see, was the robustness

of Guido—it is not easy to imagine that 
this slender figure . . . marched alongside 
Ambrogio Spinola [a Genoese general], and 
played tennis against him for money.” 

Guido Bentivoglio was born in Ferrara 
in 1577. His parents, Cornelio Bentivoglio 
and Isabella Bendidei, were influential aris¬ 
tocrats; the Bentivoglios, in particular, were 
among the most illustrious families in Emilia, 
an area of the Po Valley. His two brothers, 
Ippolito and Enzo, ran the family’s affairs 
in Ferrara, Modena, and Rome while Guido 
pursued a career in the Catholic Church, as 
many younger brothers in noble families did 
at the time. The subjects he studied at the 
University of Padua—law and philosophy- 
proved useful later in his career when, in 
the early 1600s, he became cameriere segreto 
(personal secretary) to Pope Clement VIII. 
He subsequently traveled for nearly fifteen 
years on diplomatic missions, serving as 
the papal ambassador to Flanders (1607-15) 
and France (1615-1621). While in Flanders, 
he was an active member of the court of 
Archduke Albert and Isabel in Brussels and 
became particularly involved with political 
maneuvers during the war between Spain 
and the Netherlands. He was a firm pro¬ 
moter of Catholic catechism in Flanders and 
campaigned against the ongoing Protestant 
spread, and, in 1609, he was among the dip¬ 
lomats who signed the Twelve-Year Truce. In 
recognition of Bentivoglios success as papal 
ambassador, Pope Gregory XV made him a 
cardinal in 1621. 

Two years earlier, in 1619, Bentivoglios 
brother, Enzo, bought a palace from the 
Altemps family on the Quirinal Hill in Rome. 
This large and magnificent building was built 


in the early seventeenth century for Cardinal 
Scipione Borghese, the nephew of Pope Paul 
V, who famously displayed works from his art 
collection and planted impressive gardens. 
Guido moved into the palace with Enzo, and, 
over the next twenty years, the two brothers 
lavishly decorated the palace. 

By the middle of the seventeenth century, 
Cardinal Bentivoglio was one of the most 
important and inspiring artistic patrons in 
Rome. He was devoted to literary pursuits 
and was the author of a famous three- 
volume history of the Flemish religious wars, 
as well as a book of memoirs. He collected 
Flemish tapestries and was a particularly 
ardent admirer and collector of Claude 
Lorrains work. 

It is possible that Van Dyck met Benti¬ 
voglio sometime during his Flemish embassy, 
for when the painter traveled to Rome in 
1622-23, the cardinal was among his most sup¬ 
portive and conspicuous patrons. According 
to Giovan Pietro Bellori, one of Van Dycks 
biographers, the painter “was maintained at 
the Court of Cardinal Bentivoglio, who had 
a fondness for the Flemish nation because he 
had lived in Flanders.” Most likely, the young 
Van Dyck resided as a guest in Bentivoglios 
brothers palace on the Quirinal and painted 
works for the cardinal there. Bentivoglio 
commissioned from Van Dyck a small, 
cabinet-size crucifix (now lost) and the full- 
length portrait opposite, which was most 
likely painted in the rooms of the same palace 
where both patron and painter lived. 

In the portrait, Bentivoglio is shown 
wearing the typical costume of a prince of 
the Church: a crimson gown and mozzetta 
(elbow-length cape) of watered silk over a 
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white rochetto (tunic) decorated with fash¬ 
ionable Flemish lace. He is shown sitting 
in an elegant chair, and the marble col¬ 
umn and balustrade behind him suggest a 
grandiose setting, quite likely an imaginary 
one, but possibly referring to the family 
palace in Rome. The heavy velvet curtain 
to the right and the cloth covering the 
table on the left—which echo the color 
of the cardinal’s outfit—are an astonish¬ 
ingly stylish exercise in rendering crim¬ 
son fabrics. Both the floor and the chair 
are decorated with imperial eagles, part of 
the coat of arms of the Bentivoglio family. 
(The Bentivoglios claimed an imperial lin¬ 
eage, believing themselves to be descendants 
of Enzo, King of Sardinia and the natural 
son of the thirteenth-century Holy Roman 
Emperor Frederick II Hohenstaufen.) 

In Renaissance portraiture, popes and 
prelates were usually shown seated; famous 
examples include Raphael’s depictions of 
Julius II (National Gallery, London) and 
Leo X (Galleria degli Uffizi, Florence) and 
Titian’s portrait of Paul the III and two of his 
grandsons (right). Van Dyck knew many of 
these paintings, and he even sketched papal 
portraits by Raphael and Titian in a small 
notebook that he used while in Italy, known 
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Titian (Tiziano Vecellio; 1477/90-1576), Pope Paul III 
with His Grandsons Ottavio Farnese, Duke of Parma, 
and Cardinal Alessandro Farnese, oil on canvas, 1545, 
Museo di Capodimonte, Naples

as the Italian Sketchbook (now in the British 
Museum, London). He most likely made 
several preparatory drawings of Bentivoglio 
in his brother’s Roman palace. A pen and ink 
drawing (opposite page), preserved in the 
Petit Palais in Paris and included in the exhi¬ 
bition, has been connected to the Bentivoglio 
portrait. While in Rome, Van Dyck produced 
portraits of other cardinals, including one 
of Francesco Barberini, Pope Urban VIII’s 
nephew. It is unclear if the drawing in Paris 
provides the evidence for a drastic change in 
composition in the Bentivoglio portrait or if 


it is instead a preparatory study for the (now 
lost) portrait of Cardinal Barberini. 

Twenty years after Van Dyck portrayed 
Bentivoglio, the cardinal’s family underwent 
a series of financial setbacks, and Enzo was 
forced to sell the palace in which Van Dyck 
and Bentivoglio had lived. The large build¬ 
ing on the Quirinal was by then considered 
among the most beautiful private residences 
in the Eternal City, and the buyer was Jules 
Mazarin, a cardinal who was on his way to 
becoming the de facto ruler of France. (It was 
Mazarin who wrote the 1641 letter praising 
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Bentivoglio.) When Urban VIII died, in 
1644, the French government was said to 
support Cardinal Bentivoglios candidacy to 
the papacy. It was not meant to be, however. 
On September 7,1644, during the conclave to 
elect the new pope, Bentivoglio died. 


Less than ten years after the cardinals 
death, in 1653, one of his heirs gave the Van 
Dyck portrait to Ferdinando II de Medici, 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, and for a period it 
was displayed in the most important room 
at the Ufftzi, the so-called Tribuna, before 


being transferred to the Palazzo Pitti, some¬ 
time after 1687. The painting was among 
those chosen by Napoleon in 1799 to leave 
Italy to enter the collections of the Musee 
Napoleon in Paris, but after the Congress 
of Vienna, in 1815, it was returned to the 
Palazzo Pitti. Except for the brief Napoleonic 
interlude, it has remained there, where it has 
always been counted among the museums 
masterpieces. The anonymous writer of an 
eighteenth-century French biography of Van 
Dyck recorded that “of all the portraits that 
Van Dyck painted in that city [Rome], the 
one of Cardinal Bentivoglio that we see in the 
gallery in Florence is the most beautiful, and 
he has not painted anything since that has 
surpassed it. The whole of Rome rushed to 
see that marvel of art, and everyone wanted 
to be painted by the hand of our artist.” 

The portrait was widely emulated in the 
centuries that followed, and a large num¬ 
ber of seventeenth- and eighteenth-century 
portrayals of popes and cardinals are heav¬ 
ily indebted to Van Dycks example. In 
many ways, Van Dycks Cardinal Bentivoglio 
became the prototype and benchmark for 
the image of any prince of the Church 
made after 1623. The painting is among 
the most important loans to the exhibition 
at the Frick, and it is my favorite work in 
the show. The English eighteenth-century 
painter Jonathan Richardson saw the por¬ 
trait in Florence and wrote rhapsodically 
about it: “I never saw anything like it. I lookd 
upon it two Hours, and came back twenty 
times to look upon it again . .. the colouring 
is true flesh and blood, bright, and transpar¬ 
ent.”— Xavier F. Salomon, Peter Jay Sharp

The Generous Gift of Robert K. Johnson 


F ollowing an exhibition in London in 
1764, an anonymous critic writing for 
the Public Advertiser declared: “It is with 
infinite Pleasure one yearly sees this Artist 
presenting to the World, fresh Instances of 
his masterly Elegance both in Crayons and 
in Oils. His portraits may justly vie with 
those of [Sir Joshua] Reynolds; and greatly 
to his Honour be it said, that he gener¬ 
ally preserves a beautiful Correctness in his 
Pictures, which the latter Master too often 
neglects” The painter so enthusiastically 
praised was Francis Cotes, who specialized 
in the production of delicate portraits of 
the English aristocracy. His Portrait of The 
Hon. Booth Grey (opposite page) now joins 
the permanent collection, the generous gift 
of Robert K. Johnson, a long-time friend of 
the museum. It is currently displayed in the 
South Hall. 

Cotes, the son of an apothecary, studied 
as a young man with the painter George 
Knapton and was particularly influenced by 
the pastel portraits of Rosalba Carriera and 
Jean-Etienne Liotard. Early in his career, 
he was regarded as the preeminent pastel 
painter in Georgian London. Sometime in 
the late 1750s he turned his hand to oil 
and, in the last decade of his life, produced 
more ambitious works, portraying on many

occasions members of the royal family. The 
artist died tragically in 1770, aged forty-four, 
after having ingested a toxic potion made 
from soap in a botched attempt to rid him¬ 
self of kidney or gallstones. 

In the early twentieth century, Cotess 
work gained favor among American col¬ 
lectors, and many portraits by him found 
their way to the United States. Henry Clay 
Frick purchased three works by the artist in 
1915: a pastel portrait of five-year-old Francis 
Vernon (below) and full-length portraits of 
Sir Griffith and Lady Boynton. (The Boynton 
canvases still belong to the Frick family and 
are currently on view in the East Gallery, on 
loan from Trustee Mrs. Henry Clay Frick II.) 

Booth Grey was born on August 15,1740, 
the second son of Harry Grey, the fourth 
Earl of Stamford, and Lady Mary Booth. 
On his fathers side, he was related to Lady 
Jane Grey, who had been queen of England 
for only nine days in July 1553, before being 
beheaded for treason by her cousin Mary I. 
Grey was twenty-four years old when he 
sat for Cotes in 1764. He was educated 
at Queens College, Cambridge, and was a 
Member of Parliament for Leicester in 1768, 
1774, and again in 1780. On May 10, 1782, 
he married Elizabeth, daughter of Charles 
Mainwaring of Brombrough, and the couple 
had two children, Booth and Elizabeth. Grey 
was also a close friend of Edward Gibbon, 
the author of the monumental History of 
the Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire. 
Little more is known of his life; he died on 
March 4,1802. 

In the mid-i76os, Cotes produced several 
works for the Grey family, including a por¬ 
trait of Booth Greys older brother, George 


Harry Grey (which still hangs in the fam¬ 
ily home at Dunham Massey, in Cheshire), 
and two portraits of Greys cousin Elizabeth 
Booth. At this time, the artist was beginning 
to establish himself as an oil painter, and the 
Fricks acquisition is an important example 
of his half-length portraits from this period. 

Cotes depicts the sitter against a cloudy 
sky, framed by a trompe lbeil stone frame 
inscribed at bottom right with his signature 
and the portrait s date. Sold by Grey s descen¬ 
dants at auction in 1928, the canvas was 
acquired by the dealer Arthur Ackermann, 
who brought it to New York. Having passed 
through two private collections, it now adds 
to The Frick Collection another fine example 
of British eighteenth-century portraiture, a 
genre that was greatly esteemed by Henry 
Clay Frick and other American industrialists
